VOTING  REGULATIONS. 

Each  County  shares  in  the  benefits  of  the  Institution  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  of  its  contributions,  and  the  CENTRAL  COMMITTEE  most  earnestly 
APPEAL  for  DONATIONS  and  SUBSCRIPTIONS,  in  order  that  full  advan¬ 
tage  may  be  taken  of  the  accommodation,  which  has  now  been  increased  to 
800  beds. 

Free  patients  are  periodically  elected  by  the  votes  of  contributors,  and  are 
received  for  seven  years  or  more,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Institution.  Suitable  cases  are  eligible  for  re-election  for  a  further  period. 

At  every  Election  to  fill  vacancies  for  their  respective  Counties,  Donors  and 
Subscribers  are  entitled  to  one  life-vote  for  every  five  guineas  given  in  donations, 
and  to  an  annual  vote  for  each  half-guinea  subscribed  annually  by  them  to  the 
funds  of  the  Institution.  For  higher  sums  the  votes  increase  in  the  same 
proportion.  Smaller  amounts  are  gratefully  received. 

Every  Secretary  of  a  County  or  Local  Committee,  and  every  Secretary, 
Treasurer  or  District  Receiver  of  a  Ladies'  Association,  receives  two  votes  for 
services  in  such  capacity;  and  each  Collector  of  not  less  than  10s.  6d.  per 
annum  is  entitled  to  one  vote  for  collecting,  and  to  an  additional  vote  for  every 
£2  1 2s.  6d.  collected  annually  in  subscriptions  and  donations. 

Collecting  books  may  be  had  on  application  to  the  Secretary.  Annual 
subscriptions  are  renewable  on  the  first  day  of  January  or  July,  and  continue 
until  their  cessation  is  notified.  Legacies  are  invested  for  the  permanent  benefit 
of  the  Institution.

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PROSPECTUS. 


THE  ROYAL  ALBERT  INSTITUTION  was  established  in  1864  for  the  care, 
education  and  training  of  the  improvable  Feeble-minded  of  all  classes  belonging 
to  the  Seven  Northern  Counties — Lancashire,  Yorkshire,  Cheshire,  Westmorland, 
Cumberland,  Durham  and  Northumberland.  It  was  erected  and  is  supported  by 
voluntary  contributions,  and  patients  are  admitted  both  free  by  election  and  also, 
WITHOUT  ELECTION,  AT  RATES  VARYING  FROM  40  TO  250  GUINEAS  PER  ANNUM.  Votes 
are  allotted  to  subscribers  and  donors  according  to  the  amount  contributed,  and  there 
are  always  many  election  applicants.  Special  accommodation  is  reserved  for 
PRIVATE  PATIENTS  BOTH  AT  BRUNTON  HOUSE  AND  IN  THE  MAIN  BUILDINGS. 

The  Institution  is  situated  about  a  mile  from  Lancaster  ;  and  the  estate  upon  which 
it  is  erected  consists  of  277  acres  of  excellent  land  in  a  charming  and  salubrious  situation, 
commanding  fine  views  of  Morecambe  Bay  and  the  mountains  of  the  Lake  District. 
Accommodation  has  been  provided  for  about  800  inmates,  and  the  arrangements 
comprise  every  convenience  for  the  specific  treatment  of  the  feeble-minded.  The 
system  of  training  is  designed  to  secure,  by  special  means,  the  physical,  mental  and 
moral  improvement  of  the  patients. 

Besides  the  school  instruction,  training  is  given  in  a  great  variety  of  useful 
occupations.  The  boys  are  taught  tailoring,  shoemaking,  basketmaking,  brushmaking, 
matmaking,  joinery  and  cabinetmaking,  woodcarving,  toymaking,  printing,  book¬ 
binding,  weaving,  cordmaking  and  baking ;  and  there  are  excellent  means  of  outdoor 
employment  and  training  in  farm  and  garden  work.  The  girls  are  trained  in  knitting, 
sewing,  lacemaking,  hatmaking,  cooking  and  other  household  occupations,  and  in 
toymaking  and  laundry  work. 

The  results  of  training  are  shown  by  the  following  statistics  :  Since  the  opening  of 
the  Institution  in  December,  1870,  4,155  patients  have  been  admitted,  nearly  all  of  whom 
have  been  considerably  improved,  some  10  per  cent,  having  become  self-supporting. 
Practically  no  case  leaves  the  Institution  altogether  unimproved. 

Epileptic,  Paralytic,  Tuberculous  and  Insane  Persons  are  not  eligible  for  admission ; 
nor  those  who  are  incurably  ITydrocephalic,  Blindness  or  Deafness  is  also  a 
disqualification. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  principal  Rules  and  Regulations  : 

Patients. — Three  classes  are  admitted: 

1.  Private  patients,  admitted  at  rates  varying  from  80  to  250  guineas  per  annum,  according 
to  the  privileges  and  accommodation  required.  There  is  no  maximum  age  restriction, 
and  no  residential  qualification  is  necessary. 

2.  Patients  for  whom  the  full  payment  cannot  be  offered,  and  who  belong  to  one  of  the 
seven  associated  northern  counties,  are  eligible  for  admission  at  reduced  rates  varying 
from  40  to  80  guineas  per  annum. 

3.  Elected  patients,  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  at  the  date  of  application,  whose  friends 
are  proved  to  be  unable  to  meet  the  lowest  payment.  They  are  admitted  by  the  votes  of 
the  Subscribers,  and  are  received  for  seven  years  or  more,  suitable  cases  being  eligible 
for  re-election  for  a  further  period.  They  must  belong  to  one  of  the  seven  associated 
northern  counties. 

Applications  for  Admission. — Applications  must  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary, 
from  whom  all  necessary  information  may  be  obtained.  The  Central  Committee 
will  institute  inquiries  to  ascertain  whether  there  is  a  reasonable  probability  of 
benefit  from  the  treatment  adopted  in  the  Institution,  and  to  enable  them  to 
decide  the  terms  on  which  the  candidates  ought  to  be  admitted.  Before  every 
election,  a  list  of  approved  applicants  from  each  County  will  be  sent  to  the 
Subscribers  entitled  to  vote  for  the  admission  of  patients. 
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Mode  of  Electing  Patients. — Subscribers  have  the  option  ot  voting  directly  bv 
means  of  voting  papers,  or  of  transferring  their  votes  to  their  respective 
Local  or  County  Committees.  Canvassing  for  votes  is  prohibited. 

Votes.  —  Donors  of  five  guineas  have  a  life-vote,  and  Annual  Subscribers  of  half  a 
guinea  an  annual  vote,  for  each  vacancy  due  to  their  respective  Counties-  The 
right  of  voting,  as  regards  higher  sums,  increases  in  the  same  proportion. 

Perpetuation  of  Votes. — At  the  death  of  a  Donor,  a  vote  for  every  ten  guineas 
of  his  gift  is  vested  in  perpetuity  in  the  Committee  of  the  County  to  which  the 
gift  was  originally  made  ;  and  Legacies  confer  the  same  privilege.  This  voting 
power  is  never  to  exceed  one-fourth  of  the  entire  voting  power  belonging  to  the 
Donors  and  Subscribers  in  the  County. 

Government. — The  government  of  the  Institution  is  confided  to  : 

(«)  A  Central  Committee,  which  consists  of  representatives  from  each  of  the  Local  Committees, 
in  addition  to  fifteen  Subscribers  resident  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Lancaster,  elected 
at  each  Annual  General  Meeting. 

(b)  County  Committees  constituted  by  the  members  of  the  Central  Committee  forming  them¬ 

selves  into  Sub-Committees  for  promoting,  in  their  respective  Counties,  the  interests 
of  the  Institution. 

(c)  Local  Committees  formed  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  funds  and  generally  promoting  the 

interests  of  the  Institution.  Every  Local  Committee  is  entitled  to  send  one  representative 
to  the  Central  Committee,  and  also  an  additional  representative  for  each  entire  thousand 
guineas  in  donations  after  the  first  thousand  guineas,  and  for  each  entire  fifty  guineas  in 
annual  subscriptions  after  the  first  fifty  guineas,  contributed  in  that  district. 

The  number  of  patients  elected  by  each  County  is  regulated  by  the  amount  of  its 
contributions,  and  2,216  of  the  4,155  cases  so  far  admitted  have  been  sent  in  this  way 
by  the  Subscribers.  Many  others  have  been  received  at  reduced  rates  of  payment.  Of 
the  786  inmates  now  in  the  Institution,  205  belong  to  Lancashire,  301  to  Yorkshire, 
91  to  Cheshire,  91  to  Durham,  34  to  Cumberland,  21  to  Northumberland  and  17  to 
Westmorland.  Twenty-six  payment  cases  belong  to  counties  not  included  in  the  In¬ 
stitution  district. 

The  Object,  being  one  of  broad  Christian  philanthropy,  challenges  the  sym¬ 
pathy  of  all  classes,  and  the  Committee  confidently  appeal  for  help  to  rescue 
the  feeble-minded  from  physical  deterioration  and  mental  and  moral  darkness.  The 
applications  for  admission  are  both  numerous  and  urgent.  The  Central  Committee, 
therefore,  while  gratefully  acknowledging  the  generous  support  which  they  have 
received  in  the  past,  earnestly  APPEAL  FOR  ADDITIONAL  DONATIONS  AND 
ANNUAL  SUBSCRIPTIONS.  Legacies  are  invested  for  the  permanent  benefit  of 
the  Institution.

ANNUAL  GENERAL  MEETING  AT  LANCASTER. 


The  annual  general  meeting  of  members  and  subscribers  was 
held  at  the  Royal  Albert  Institution  on  Friday,  September  29th, 
1922,  in  compliance  with  Article  12,  the  Right  Hon.  Lord  Richard 
Cavendish,  C.B.,  C.M.G.  (Chairman  of  the  Central  Committee), 
presiding.  There  was  a  very  good  attendance. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  annual  general  meeting,  held  at 
Lancaster  on  September  16th,  1921,  were  confirmed  and  signed. 

A  review  of  the  position  and  requirements  of  the  Institution  was 
given  by  the  Chairman,  who  explained  that  but  for  the  prevalence  of 
industrial  depression  the  meeting  would  have  been  held  at  Leeds.  He 
wished  to  thank  Mr.  C.  F.  Tetley,  their  Yorkshire  Vice-Chairman,  for 
the  effort  Leeds  was  making  to  provide  an  endowment  fund,  the 
interest  of  which  would  be  applied  towards  the  cost  of  local  patients. 
Both  Bradford  and  Leeds  were  investing  special  donations  in  their 
own  Corporation  stock,  and  he  hoped  every  community  in  the 
northern  counties  would  follow  their  example,  thus  benefiting  both 
themselves  and  the  Institution.  They  would  feel  more  independent 
when  they  saw  that  the  cost  of  local  patients  was  fully  covered  by  the 
contributions  from  their  respective  areas.  During  the  past  year,  the 
Central  Committee  had  kept  steadily  in  mind  the  desirability  of 
increasing  the  accommodation,  and  were  now  in  a  position  to  deal  with 
800  patients.  They  had  decided  to  enlarge  the  Ashton  Wing  by  the 
addition  of  verandahs  ;  they  were  also  about  to  erect  a  new  building 
for  the  reception  of  patients  on  admission  and  for  the  isolation  of 
infectious  cases ;  and  other  improvements  were  under  consideration. 
The  Board  of  Control  were  more  than  satisfied  with  the  way  in  which 
the  Institution  was  conducted  and  held  it  up  as  an  example  to  be 
followed  The  Committee  had  decided  to  extend  the  charitable  work 
of  the  Institution  by  raising  the  maximum  age-limit  for  election 
candidates  by  five  years,  so  that  applicants  were  now  eligible  up  to  the 
age  of  21.  They  had  also  interpreted  the  spirit  of  the  age  by 
admitting  ladies  as  members  of  the  Central  Committee,  and  he 
welcomed  Mrs.  Duncan,  of  Otley,  as  the  first  lady  member  to  put  in  an 
appearance.  Those  connected  with  such  Institutions  as  the  Royal 
Albert  had  in  I  he  past  been  privileged  to  minister,  alone  and  unaided,  to 
the  needs  of  the  feeble-minded,  but  the  nation  as  a  whole  had  during 
the  last  few  years  taken  the  question  up  more  seriously,  and  attention 
was  now  being  devoted  to  it  not  only  by  Government  departments  but 
also  by  organised  bodies  such  as  Boards  of  Guardians,  County  Councils 
and  Education  Committees.  But  whatever  developments  there  might 
be  in  the  future  with  regard  to  provision  for  the  care  of  the  mentally 
deficient,  there  would  in  our  generation  and  for  several  generations 
fo  come  be  ample  necessity  for  continued  charitable  effort,  and  he 


trusted  there  would  be  no  diminution  in  the  voluntary  support  received 
from  generous  subscribers  and  donors  throughout  the  seven  northern 
counties. 


The  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  passed  : 

i. — That  the  Fifty-eighth  Annual  Report  and  Accounts  be  approved  and  adopted, 
and  the  appeal  for  continued  generous  support  warmly  commended,  in  order 
that  the  Central  Committee  may  be  enabled  to  carry  on  the  work  efficiently  and 
make  adequate  provision  for  the  growing  requirements  of  the  immediate  future.

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REPORT 

Presented  to  the  Annual  General  Meeting 

at  Lancaster , 

Friday ,  September  29th ,  7P22. 


IN  presenting  their  Fifty-eighth  Annual  Report,  the  Central 
Committee  tender  heartfelt  thanks  to  their  subscribers  and 
voluntary  helpers  for  the  generous  and  continued  support 
which  has  not  only  provided  adequately  for  the  maintenance 
and  expansion  of  the  Institution  during  the  long  period  of 
fifty-eight  years  but  has  brought  it  safely  through  the 
difficulties  of  recent  critical  times. 

In  response  to  a  cordial  invitation  from  the  Local  Leeds  Meeting. 
Committee,  arrangements  were  made  for  holding  a  public 
meeting  at  Leeds  in  connection  with  this  year’s  annual 
general  meeting,  but  the  continuance  of  industrial  depression 
has  caused  the  postponement  of  this  visit  until  the  Central 
Committee  can  meet  their  local  friends  under  more  favourable 
conditions.  Such  a  visit  is  now  long  overdue,  no  public 
meeting  in  support  of  the  Institution  having  been  held  at 
Leeds  since  Mr.  Edwin  Woodhouse,  D.L.,  presided  as  Lord 
Mayor  over  the  annual  general  meeting  at  the  Town 
Hall  in  1905.  For  the  reason  mentioned,  the  special  Special  Leeds 
appeal  in  progress  at  Leeds  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Appeal. 

C.  F.  Tetley  (Chairman  of  the  Leeds  and  Yorkshire  Com¬ 
mittees)  has  also  been  suspended  for  the  present.  The  /"464 
so  far  received  has  been  invested  in  the  purchase  of  Leeds 
Corporation  2\  per  cent.  Stock,  thus  permanently  improving 
the  local  financial  position  with  respect  to  the  Institution, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  the  total  may  be  more  than  doubled 
before  the  appeal  is  finally  closed.  Further  donations  received 
in  response  to  a  similar  appeal  at  Bradford  have  enabled  the  Special  Bradford 
Committee  to  purchase  an  additional  £100  Bradford  Appeal. 
Corporation  3i  per  cent.  Stock,  increasing  the  amount  of  this 
investment  to  a  total  of  £1,275.  The  excellent  example  set  by 
these  two  cities  might  well  be  followed  by  other  places  which 
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Annual  General

do  not  contribute  sufficient  to  meet  the  actual  cost  of  their 
patients.  A  better  method  of  ensuring  a  permanent  addition 
to  the  amount  contributed  locally  to  the  funds  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion  could  not  easily  be  devised. 

The  last  annual  general  meeting  was  held  formally  at 
the  Institution  on  September  16th.  Mr.  W.  G.  Welch  (Vice- 
Chairman  of  the  Central  Committee),  who  presided,  referred 
with  regret  to  the  unavoidable  absence  of  the  Right  Hon.  Lord 
Richard  Cavendish,  C.B.,  C.M.G.,  and  stated  that  during  his 
ten  years’  tenure  of  office  their  Chairman  had  missed  only  two 
annual  meetings,  once  when  absent  in  Canada  and  once  when 
on  active  service  in  France. 

Long-service  medals  were  distributed  to  nineteen  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  staff  by  the  Chairman,  who  stated  that  so  far  58 
gold  medals  had  been  awarded  for  seventeen  years’  service,  58 
silver  medals  for  twelve  years’  service  and  124  bronze  medals 
for  seven  years’  service.  Eighty  of  these  medallists  were  still 
in  the  service  of  the  Institution,  representing  41  per  cent,  of 
the  present  staff.  Both  the  Institution  and  the  members  of 
the  staff  had  reason  to  be  proud  of  such  a  record,  and  the 
Committee  were  very  much  indebted  to  them  for  their  faithful 
service  and  loyal  support. 

In  connection  with  the  annual  general  meeting,  a  well- 
attended  public  meeting  was  held  in  the  Durham  Town  Hall 
on  November  4th  under  the  presidency  of  the  Worshipful  the 
Mayor  (Councillor  William  Thwaites),  who  was  supported  by 
the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Welldon  (Chairman  of  the  County 
Committee),  Mr.  G.  D.  Killey  (Vice-Chairman  of  the  Central 
Committee),  Mr.  R.  G.  E.  Mortimer  (Chairman  of  the  North¬ 
umberland  Committee),  Mrs.  C.  D.  Shafto,  O.B.E.  (Hon. 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  County  of  Durham  Ladies’ 
Association),  Dr.  Henry  Smith  (Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Durham 
County  Committee)  and  Mrs.  Smith,  Mr.  C.  F.  Seward 
(Lancaster)  and  Dr.  Selby  W.  Plummer  (Durham).  A 
resolution  in  furtherance  of  the  Central  Committee’s  urgent 
appeal  for  continued  and  increased  support  was  moved  by  the 
Right  Rev.  Bishop  Welldon,  who  said  : 

The  methods  employed  in  the  Institution  were  systematic 
training  and  education  directed  to  bring  out  whatever  latent  powers 
might  be  discovered  in  the  inmates,  and  it  would  be  easy  to  cite 
instances  of  young  people  who,  when  they  first  came  under  care, 
were  not  able  to  put  on  their  own  clothes,  but  who  had  improved  to 
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such  an  extent  that  they  became  capable  of  playing  a  useful  part  in 
ordinary  life.  It  was  worth  while  remembering  that  at  least  sixteen 
of  the  inmates  were  known  to  have  served  their  country  in  the 
great  war.  The  Institution  was  responsible  for  the  happiness  and 
usefulness  of  a  great  many  lives  which  would  otherwise  have  been 
utterly  wasted.  In  view  of  these  facts,  he  thought  that  the  pride  of 
Durham  would  be  touched,  and  that  they  would  feel  they  ought  to 
do  a  little  more  for  the  Institution  than  they  had  done  during  recent 
years.  Whoever  knew  what  the  Institution  was  doing  would  feel 
almost  bound  to  support  it.  He  could  not  pass  over  this  aspect  of 
the  question  without  paying  a  tribute  of  respect  to  the  members 
of  the  Ladies’  Associations  who  had  worked  so  strenuously  and 
successfully.  Although  the  Institution  was  erected  at  Lancaster,  it 
belonged  to  Durham  and  indeed  to  all  the  North  of  England,  and 
many  a  poor  boy  or  girl  who,  but  for  it,  would  be  an  outcast,  was 
now  earning  his  or  her  living,  and  playing  not  only  a  harmless  but 
even  a  useful  part  in  the  economy  of  life. 


With  regard  to  the  admission  of  election  patients,  the 
modified  system  adopted  during  the  past  seven  years  has  met 
with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  County  and  Local  Com¬ 
mittees  and  Ladies’  Associations,  and  has  also  received  the 
warm  commendation  of  many  subscribers  and  collectors,  some 
of  whom  express  the  hope  that  there  will  be  no  reversion 
to  the  former  method  of  posting  and  tabulating  individual 
voting-papers.  The  customary  resolution  leaving  the  next 
election  of  patients  in  the  hands  of  the  Central  Committee 
has  therefore  been  included  in  the  agenda  for  this  year’s 
annual  general  meeting.  Lists  of  the  candidates  will  be  laid 
before  the  County  and  Local  Committees  and  Ladies’  Associa¬ 
tions  at  their  annual  meetings,  and  in  coming  to  a  decision  the 
Central  Committee  will  be  guided  by  the  votes  then  recorded. 
They  will  also  gladly  take  into  consideration  any  recommenda¬ 
tions  with  regard  to  particular  cases  that  may  be  received  from 
contributors  or  collectors,  who  retain  the  right  of  nominating 
candidates.  Fortunately  the  Central  Committee  have  since 
1917  been  able  to  admit  the  whole  of  the  applicants,  and  at  the 
last  election,  the  result  of  which  was  declared  on  the  26th  of 
May,  all  the  thirty  candidates  were  elected,  including  fifteen 
who  had  already  had  the  benefit  of  the  usual  seven  years’  term 
but  whose  retention  for  a  further  period  was  considered 
advisable.  The  thirty  cases  included  sixteen  Lancashire 
applicants,  five  from  Yorkshire,  three  each  from  Cheshire  and 
Durham,  and  one  each  from  Westmorland,  Cumberland  and 
Northumberland.  The  number  of  patients  elected  by  each 
county  is  regulated  by  the  amount  of  its  contributions,  and  out 
of  4,131  cases  so  far  admitted  no  fewer  than  2,216  have  been

Notwithstanding  an  unusually  large  number  of  dis¬ 
charges,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Lancashire  Deficiency 
Committee  were  able  to  find  accommodation  in  their  own 
Institution  for  the  whole  of  the  cases  chargeable  to  them,  the 
average  number  of  inmates  under  care  during  the  past  year 
has  been  maintained  at  725.  On  the  31st  of  March  last 
there  were  on  the  books  the  names  of  736  defectives,  showing 
a  slight  increase  upon  the  figure  for  the  corresponding  date  of 
the  previous  year.  These  inmates  comprised  272  patients  from 
Yorkshire,  207  from  Lancashire,  88  from  Cheshire,  74  from 
Durham,  33  from  Cumberland,  21  from  Northumberland,  16 
from  Westmorland,  and  25  from  counties  not  included  within 
the  associated  area.  Comparison  with  the  details  given  last 
year  shows  that  the  diminution  in  the  number  of  Lancashire 
patients  has  been  balanced  by  large  increases  in  the  numbers 
admitted  from  Yorkshire,  Cheshire  and  Durham,  Yorkshire 
now  standing  at  the  head  of  the  list.  As  stated  in  the 
Medical  Superintendent’s  Report,  changes  have  been  made  in 
the  buildings  which  will  permit  the  total  number  of  patients  to 
be  raised  to  800,  and  it  seems  probable  that  this  additional 
accommodation  will  shortly  be  occupied. 


Finances.  Financially  the  Institution  has  during  the  past  year 

benefited  considerably  through  the  reduction  in  the  cost  of 
maintenance,  due  to  falling  prices  and  economical  administra¬ 
tion.  But  in  addition  to  meeting  the  cost  of  ordinary  repairs 
and  renovations,  provision  has  to  be  made  for  alterations  and 
improvements  from  time  to  time  found  necessary  to  enhance 
the  usefulness  of  the  Institution  and  to  keep  it  abreast  of 
modern  developments  in  the  treatment  of  the  mentally  deficient. 

Renewed  For  these  reasons,  the  Committee  hope  that  their  appeal  for 
continued  generous  support  may  meet  with  a  sympathetic 
reception.  Voluntary  effort  is  all  the  more  needful  and  valuable 
in  view  of  the  financial  restrictions  which  circumstances  have 
compelled  the  Treasury  to  impose  upon  the  Local  Authorities 
working  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act. 

Legacies.  Legacies  amounting  to  a  total  of  /"1,834  9s.  10d., 

received  during  the  twelve  months  ending  the  31st  of  March,

These  results  have  been  secured  by  the  combined  effort 
of  more  than  four  hundred  helpers,  many  of  whom  have 
collected  for  long  periods,  ranging  in  some  cases  to  over  thirty 
and  even  forty  years.  Individual  acknowledgment  is  obviously 
impossible,  but  attention  may  again  be  drawn  to  some  of 
the  larger  collections,  beginning  with  Brighouse,  where  Miss 
Rayner’s  successful  work  is  being  continued  by  Mrs.  C. 
Hodgson,  and  where  a  total  of  over  £ 87  has  been  contributed 
by  nearly  two  hundred  different  subscribers.  Mrs.  Arthur 
Duncan  (Otley)  and  Miss  Thomson  (Huddersfield)  have  each 
obtained  over  ^60,  Mrs.  Ellison  (Liverpool)  over  /~53, 
Miss  Laing  (Newcastle),  Mr.  S.  Mortimer  (Cleckheaton), 
Miss  Annandale  (Lancaster),  Lady  Priestley  (Bradford), 
Miss  Taylor  Smith  (West  Hartlepool)  and  Miss  Coutts 
(Windermere)  over  ^30  each,  Mrs.  Ramsay  (Blackburn), 
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Miss  Sbiela  Macfie  (Chester),  Mrs.  Greenwood  (Todmorden), 
Miss  Crossley  (Hebden  Bridge),  Mrs.  Percy  H.  Leigh 
(Worsley),  Miss  Pownall  (Neston),  Mrs.  A.  E.  Doxford 
(Sunderland),  Lady  Paton  (Southport),  Mrs.  John  Tipton 
(Birkenhead)  and  Miss  Cameron  Mawson  (Gateshead)  over 
£20  each,  and  Miss  Walton  (Burnley),  Miss  Webb  (Bury), 
Miss  Middleton  (Belsay  Castle),  Miss  Hill  (Oldham),  Miss 
Mason  Hutchinson  (Bromborough),  Mrs.  Eliot  Cohen  (Liver¬ 
pool),  Mrs.  Anthony  Wilson  (Keswick)*  and  Mrs.  Gromme 
(Manchester)  over  £15  each,  closely  followed  by  a  number 
of  other  ladies. 

Numerous  vacancies  have  unfortunately  occurred  in  the 
ranks  of  the  Honorary  Officers  and  Collectors  through  death 
or  resignation,  and  these  losses  are  most  regretfully  recorded. 
The  deaths  include  those  of  the  Dowager  Lady  O’Hagan 
(President  of  the  Burnley  Association),  Mrs.  Wm.  Brooke 
(Huddersfield),  Mrs.  Moran t  (Durham)  and  Miss  Ada  Read 
(Stockport).  Miss  Read,  who  had  for  fifteen  years  past  acted 
as  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Stockport  Association,  bequeathed  to 
the  Institution  a  generous  legacy  of  TT 500.  Amongst  the 
resignations  are  those  of  some  old  and  valued  friends,  whose 
past  services  are  most  gratefully  appreciated.  Lady  Royds, 
after  35  years’  tenure  of  office,  has  relinquished  the  Hon. 
Treasurership  of  the  Rochdale  Association,  but  it  is  hoped 
that  she  may  find  it  possible  to  continue  her  assistance  in 
another  capacity.  Miss  Hodgson  retires  from  the  Hon. 
Secretaryship  of  the  Darlington  Association,  held  by  her 
during  the  past  24  years ;  while  removal  to  another  district 
has  caused  Miss  Haslam  to  resign  the  Hon.  Secretaryship  of 
the  Bolton  Association  after  thirteen  years’  service.  The 
resignation  of  Mrs.  Greenwood  (Todmorden)  who  has  [since 
1910  amassed  an  aggregate  of  ^361,  deprives  the  Rochdale 
Association  of  a  most  persevering  and  successful  worker  ;‘and 
other  Associations  lose  valuable  helpers  in  Mrs.  Arnold 
(Leeds),  who  has  during  the  past  sixteen  years  obtained  nearly 
£125,  Mrs.  Harlock  (Middlewich),  with  a  total  of  £%9  secured 
during  the  past  six  years,  and  Miss  Geddes  (Windermere), 
who  has  collected  since  1915.  The  appointment  of  a  new 
Collector  sometimes  leads  to  the  discontinuance  of  a  few 
subscriptions,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  ladies  who  have 
consented  to  fill  these  and  other  vacancies  may’  prove  as 
successful  as  their  predecessors.  Dealing  with  the  Plonorary 
Officers,  Miss  Crook  has  accepted  the  Secretaryship  of  the 
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Bolton  Association,  and  Mrs.  Eade  that  of  the  Darlington 
Association  ;  Miss  Ives  succeeds  the  late  Mrs.  Dickinson  as 
Receiver  for  the  Rural  Deanery  of  Whitehaven  ;  and  Miss 
Agnes  Miller  replaces  the  late  Mrs.  Edmund  Swallow  as 
Treasurer  of  the  Huddersfield  Association.

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In  reviewing  the  work  of  these  auxiliaries,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  note  with  pleasure  indications  of  increased  activity  in 
various  directions.  *  The  Southport  Association  has  been 
reorganised  since  its  area  was  enlarged  two  years  ago  by  the 
inclusion  of  the  Ormskirk  district,  where  Mrs.  Finch  has 
established  a  flourishing  branch,  and  the  effect  is  seen  in  the 
doubling  of  the  local  collection,  which  has  risen  from  £37  in 
1920  to  ^80  this  year.  Sir  James  and  Lady  Paton  kindly 
arranged  for  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  to  be 
held  at  their  residence  at  Birkdale.  There  was  a  good 
attendance,  and  great  interest  was  taken  in  the  specimens  of 
patients’  work  on  exhibition  and  sale.  Excellent  addresses 
were  given  by  Sir  James  Paton,  who  presided,  Mr.  G.  D.  Killey 
(Chairman  of  the  Liverpool  Committee)  and  Mr.  J.  J. 
Cockshott,  O.B.E.  (Chairman  of  the  Southport  Committee). 
Many  other  Ladies’  Associations  and  County  and  Local  Com¬ 
mittees  held  their  annual  meetings  during  April  and  May, 
supplemented  this  year  by  a  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  Associa¬ 
tion,  convened  by  Mrs.  Ellison  (Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer), 
and  by  a  successful  drawing-room  meeting  at  which  Miss  E. 
Cameron  Mawson  (President)  entertained  the  members  of  the 
Gateshead  Association.  At  Otley,  the  members  of  the  Con¬ 
gregational  Mothers’  Meeting,  headed  by  Mrs.  Arthur  Duncan 
(Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Bradford  Association), 
have  continued  their  valuable  assistance;  while  Mrs. 
Widdrington  has  again  remitted  to  the  Institution  part  of  the 
proceeds  of  her  annual  garden-festival  at  Newton  Hall,  Felton. 
The  members  of  the  Halifax  District  Association,  accompanied 
by  ladies  from  Huddersfield  and  Manchester,  paid  a  welcome 
visit  to  the  Royal  Albert  during  July.  Such  excursions  do 
more  than  anything  else  to  stimulate  the  interest  and 
enthusiasm  of  collectors  and  subscribers,  and  the  Committee 
note  with  pleasure  that  visits  are  pending  from  Otley  and 
other  places,  and  that  the  members  of  the  Westmorland  Asso¬ 
ciation  have  arranged  to  hold  their  next  annual  meeting  at 
the  Institution,  thus  allowing  them  to  become  personally 
acquainted  with  its  methods  and  work.  The  inclusion  of  the 
following  extract  from  a  special  article  which  appeared  in  the 
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Halifax  Courier  and  Guardian  gives  the  Committee  an  „

opportunity  of  acknowledging  the  valuable  support  they  Support, 
continue  to  receive  from  the  press  of  the  seven  associated 
counties : 

The  Halifax  party,  under  the  superintendence  of  Mrs.  J.  Crossley  Halifax 
Wright  and  Mrs.  J.  Selwyn  Rawson,  made  a  pleasant  journey  to  ^Islt’ 
Lancaster  by  char-a-banc.  The  visitors  were  conducted  over  the 
immense  buildings,  and  what  they  saw  was  a  great  revelation  to 
them.  They  first  inspected  the  classes  on  the  girls’  side,  and  saw 
how  the  children  are  initiated  into  their  sphere  of  usefulness. 

Their  work  has  to  be  made  a  pleasure  to  them,  and  consequently  it 
must  be  varied.  If  they  don’t  get  clever  enough  to  tell  the  time  at 
any  hour  of  the  day,  they  are  taught  to  know  when  the  fingers  point 
to  “  meal  times.”  Some  of  the  examples  of  writing  and  composition 
displayed  in  the  schools  would  have  done  credit  to  children  of  full 
mental  development.  Perhaps  it  was  the  industries  that  most 
interested  the  party.  Those  on  the  female  side  include  lace-making, 
knitting  of  jerseys,  stockings  and  jumpers  by  hand  and  machine, 
fancy  bag-making,  etc.  For  the  rugs  made  by  hand  the  supply  is 
quite  unequal  to  the  demand.  All  the  articles  command  a  ready 
sale,  and  many  examples  of  artistic  and  fancy-work,  as  well  as 
baskets,  toys  and  brushes,  were  eagerly  snapped  up  by  Halifax 
purchasers.  On  the  male  side,  all  the  boot  repairing  for  the  Institu¬ 
tion  is  done  on  the  spot ;  all  the  ordinary  clothing  is  made  there  and 
repaired — there  is  no  uniform  for  the  inmates  ;  and  there  are  printing 
and  bookbinding  departments  which  supply  the  wants  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion  in  those  directions.  In  the  carpentry  or  cabinet-making  shop, 
the  work  of  one  of  the  patients  in  designing  and  carving  would  more 
likely  be  guessed  as  that  of  an  expert  rather  than  of  a  mental 
defective.  One  of  the  senior  male  patients  in  the  toy  department, 
who  has  an  aptitude  for  designing  Meccano  models,  has  won  a  prize 
in  open  competition.  The  Farm  and  Farm  Colony  had  to  be  visited 
hurriedly,  but  a  novelty  appreciated  was  that  cows  were  being 
mechanically  milked,  the  motive-power  being  electricity  generated 
on  the  estate.  A  herd  of  160  cows  is  at  present  kept.  It  will  be 
seen,  therefore,  that  the  Institution  is  almost  entirely  self-contained. 

The  Halifax  party  greatly  prize  their  visit,  and  it  proved  to  them 
that  the  Royal  Albert  Institution  performs  a  great  work  for  humanity 
by  converting  some  of  its  most  unfortunate  members  into  useful, 
happy  and  contented  beings. 

The  valuable  assistance  rendered  by  the  members  of  the  A  ,  ,  ,

County  and  Cocal  Committees,  as  well  as  the  services  of  the  ments. 
Honorary  Officers,  and  particularly  of  the  Hon.  Solicitors 
(Messrs.  Gibsons  and  Sturton),  must  again  be  acknowledged 
very  gratefully,  together  with  the  support  received  from  a 
number  of  clergymen  and  ministers  who  continue  to  respond  puipjt 
to  the  appeal  for  help  and  whose  names  have  been  mentioned  Advocacy. 
in  previous  Reports.  These  offertories  included  a  sum  of  over 
£16  collected  in  Durham  Cathedral  on  the  Sunday  after  the 
public  meeting  held  there  in  November.  The  preacher  on 
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B\hig*wRUd  ^he  occas’on  was  Rean  (Right  Rev.  Bishop  Welldon),  who 
’  thus  placed  the  Committee  under  an  additional  obligation  in 
connection  with  the  meeting  in  question.  Were  similar 
assistance  given  by  all  the  clergymen  and  ministers  interested 
in  the  promotion  of  election  or  reduced-payment  applications, 
the  income  from  this  source  would  be  considerably  increased.

A ppohit m erft s.  the  pleasure  of  recording  the  appointment  of  an  unusually 
large  number  of  new  colleagues  as  representatives  of  various 
County  and  Local  Committees.  The  first  step  in  this  direction 
was  taken  by  the  Durham  County  Committee,  who  in  October 
last  year  elected  Mrs.  C.  D.  Shafto,  O.B.E.  (the  energetic 
Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  County  of  Durham 
Ladies’  Association),  and  Dr.  Selby  Plummer  as  additional 
representatives.  The  Central  Committee  has  since  been 
enlarged  still  further  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Charles 
Eastwood  as  a  Preston  member;  of  Lady  Priestley  (President 
of  the  Bradford  and  Craven  District  Association),  Mrs.  Arthur 
Duncan  (Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer)  and  Mr.  J.  H. 
Hinchcliffe  as  Bradford  members  ;  of  Mrs.  Blackett-Ord  (Hon.

Committees,  suffered  more  severely  through  death  or  resignation,  leaving 
gaps  which  are  not  easily  filled  under  present  conditions. 
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The  death  of  Sir  E.  Tootal  Broadhurst,  D.L.,  who  in 
1909  succeeded  the  late  Earl  Egerton  of  Tatton  in  the 
Chairmanship  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Committee, 
removes  an  excellent  friend  and  generous  supporter ;  the  death 
of  Mr.  Owen  Balmforth  deprives  the  Huddersfield  Committee 
of  an  Hon.  Secretary  who  had  for  fourteen  years  past 
rendered  valuable  service  ;  while  through  the  death  of  the  Rev. 
Canon  Cooper  the  Durham  County  Committee  loses  a  former 
Hon.  Secretary  of  nearly  ten  years’  standing.  Mr.  F.  P. 
Dixon,  D.L.,  has  found  it  necessary  to  withdraw  from  his 
position  as  Chairman  of  the  Cumberland  Committee  and  as  a 
Cumberland  member  of  the  Central  Committee;  and  removal 
from  Chester  has  caused  Mr.  H.  W.  Dodge  to  resign  the 
Treasurership  of  the  Cheshire  Committee,  in  which  capacity 
he  has  been  succeeded  by  Mr.  H.  E.  D.  Abbott.  The 
gentlemen  whose  retirements  have  been  mentioned  are  very 
cordially  thanked  for  their  past  services.  Measures  for 
enlarging  and  reorganising  the  Cheshire  Committee  have 
happily  proved  successful,  and  the  Central  Committee  have 
pleasure  in  announcing  that  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Cheshire 
(Brig. -Gen.  W.  Bromley-Davenport,  C.M.G.,  C.B.E.,  D.S.O.) 
has  accepted  the  Chairmanship  of  the  County  Committee  in 
succession  to  the  late  Mr.  George  Barbour,  D.L.  Amongst 
other  appointments,  the  Right  Rev.  the  Lord  Bishop  of 
Durham  has  consented  to  act  as  President  of  the  Durham 
Committee,  of  which  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Welldon  is 
Chairman  ;  the  Right  Rev.  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Carlisle  has 
accepted  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Cumberland  Committee ; 
and  Mr.  H.  T.  Barratt  has  succeeded  the  late  Mr.  Balmforth 
in  the  Hon.  Secretaryship  of  the  Huddersfield  Committee. 


The  Institution  is  subject  to  periodical  inspection  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Board  of  Control,  and  on  the  24th  of  June 
last  an  official  visit  was  paid  by  Mrs.  Pinsent  (Commissioner) 
and  Dr.  Evans  (Inspector),  who  embodied  their  conclusions 
in  a  comprehensive  Report  from  which  the  following  extracts 
are  quoted  : 

Several  improvements  have  been  established  during  the  period 
under  review.  The  building  which  was  formerly  used  as  a 
Reception  House  has  been  converted  into  admirable  wards  for  cases 
of  tuberculosis.  Good  roomy  verandahs  have  been  provided  both 
on  the  ground  floor  and  on  the  first  floor,  which  are  used  respectively 
for  boys  and  girls.  The  Committee  are  to  be  congratulated  on  this 
most  valuable  addition  to  the  Institution.  It  is  now  possible  to 
segregate  cases  of  tuberculosis. 
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Perhaps  the  most  striking  feature  of  this  Institution  at  the 
present  time  is  the  pleasant  and  friendly  relations  of  patients  and 
staff.  There  is  a  happy  atmosphere  throughout  the  whole  place, 
and  we  feel  that  the  patients  are  known  and  individually  considered. 
We  are  conscious  of  a  good  tradition  and  a  kindly  human  touch 
shown  by  those  in  authority  and  reflected  in  the  evident  content 
and  responsiveness  of  the  patients. 


There  would  be  no  difficulty  in  giving  a  large  selection 
from  letters  of  appreciation  received  from  parents  or  relatives 
of  patients,  and  from  entries  made  by  deputations  from  Local 
Authorities  and  Boards  of  Guardians,  did  not  lack  of  space 
forbid  the  quotation  of  more  than  six  examples.  The 
following  entry  is  dated  the  28th  of  August  last: 

The  undersigned,  Guardians  of  the  Poor  of  the  Township  of 
Leeds,  have  this  day  visited  the  Royal  Albert  Institution,  and  have 
seen  therein  the  patients  chargeable  to  them.  The  Guardians  have 
pleasure  in  recording  their  entire  satisfaction  with  the  condition  of 
their  cases,  and  their  appreciation  of  the  excellent  training  given  to 
all  the  patients. 


A  deputation  from  the  Keighley  Board  of  Guardians, 
after  a  visit  paid  some  months  earlier,  left  the  following 
testimony  : 

These  things  have  pleased  us  most  in  our  visit  here  to-day  : 
(1)  The  courteous  way  in  which  we  were  received  and  shown  round 
the  establishment ;  (2)  the  grading  of  the  pupils  was  thoroughly 
scientific  ;  (3)  there  was  every  appliance  for  training  the  brain 
through  the  fingers  ;  (4)  good  discipline  was  maintained  throughout 
the  establishment ;  (5)  the  relation  between  pupils  and  teachers  was 
a  very  happy  one  ;  and  (6)  the  eurhythmic  exercises  illustrating 
“poetry  in  motion’’  were  exceedingly  graceful,  pleasing  and 
educational. 


On  the  same  day,  a  visit  was  received  from  members 
of  the  Sheffield  Mental  Deficiency  Committee,  who  wrote : 

We  have  seen  the  patients  sent  by  the  Sheffield  Mental  De¬ 
ficiency  Committee — fifteen  boys  and  thirteen  girls— and  have  found 
them  clean,  tidy  and  happy,  and  employed  in  useful  occupations. 
They  were  all  in  good  health,  and  most  of  them  showed  signs  of 
improvement.  They  certainly  appear  to  be  well  cared  for.  As  the 
authorities  were  not  informed  of  our  visit  beforehand,  we  were  able 
to  see  the  patients  in  their  ordinary  condition,  without  any  possible 
preparation  for  visitors.  We  are  grateful  to  the  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent  for  his  kindness  and  courtesy. 
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Appended  is  a  letter  received  at  the  end  of  August  last 
respecting  a  patient  who  had  spent  the  annual  holiday  at  home. 
Her  father  writes :

Parents. 


We  have  had  Margery  home  for  a  month’s  holiday,  and  we  are 
very  pleased  to  be  able  to  say  we  see  very  great  improvement  in  her. 
She  is  mnch  easier  to  manage  and  takes  more  notice  of  what  is  said 
to  her.  Her  affection  for  the  Royal  Albert  Institution  is  most 
marked,  and  she  is  looking  forward  to  going  back,  which  shows  that 
she  is  perfectly  happy  and  contented  there. 


A  similar  letter  from  the  mother  of  a  boy  on  his  return 
to  the  Institution  after  the  August  holiday  : 

I  am  very  pleased  to  state  that  during  the  past  month,  while 
Arthur  has  been  at  home  for  his  holiday,  I  have  noticed  with  great 
joy  a  very  decided  improvement  in  him  in  every  way,  particularly  in 
his  walk  and  speech.  His  late  schoolmaster  noticed  the  same 
improvement.  He  looks  better  and  healthier  than  I  have  ever  seen 
him  look,  and  it  speaks  well  for  the  Royal  Albert  Institution  that  he 
is  looking  forward  to  returning.  He  is  very  interested  in  and  likes 
his  work,  and  I  am  sending  him  back  with  the  conviction  that  he  is 
contented  and  happy  and  receives  the  best  of  treatment,  for  which  I 
am  truly  grateful. 


Another  letter  from  the  father  of  a  boy  allowed  home 
on  leave  during  June: 


I  had  not  seen  Harold  for  three  years,  and  have  noticed  a  very 
marked  improvement  during  that  time.  His  health,  habits  and 
physical  condition  seem  to  me  to  be  quite  all  right.  With  regard  to 
his  mental  condition,  I  find  that  he  has  a  good  memory  for  things 
that  interest  him.  He  has  been  staying  with  me  on  a  farm  for  over 
a  fortnight,  where  he  has  had  ample  opportunity  of  making  himself 
useful.  He  not  only  liked  the  work  but  also  noticed  things  that 
required  doing  and  on  his  own  initiative  set  about  doing  them. 
Not  in  any  instance  did  he  attempt  to  do  anything  foolish  or 
abnormal.  He  worked  hard  and  did  not  like  to  be  idle.  I  do  not 
think  the  neighbouring  farmers  noticed  anything  very  abnormal 
about  him  ;  he  made  himself  quite  at  home,  and  joined  in  the 
conversation  in  quite  a  rational  way.  He  was  kind  to  the  animals 
and  fearless.  His  conduct  was  splendid  and  he  was  very  obedient. 
He  can  read  and  likes  a  game  of  draughts,  and  I  have  met  many 
worse  players  at  whist.  With  regard  to  money,  he  can  count,  but 
cannot  reckon  out  change  except  in  very  small  amounts.  His 
mother  and  I  are  very  thankful  for  the  improvement  shown, 
humanly  speaking  due  entirely  to  the  splendid  training  he  has 
received  at  the  Royal  Albert.  With  the  approval  of  the  Medical 
Superintendent,  we  should  very  much  like  him  to  go  on  the  farm  of 
the  Institution,  with  a  view  to  giving  him  a  trial  at  a  later  date  on 
my  brother’s  farm.

Enough  has  now  been  said  to  show  that  the  Institution 
continues  to  carry  out  most  successfully  and  on  an  ever- 
increasing  scale  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  founded  nearly 
sixty  years  ago.  The  accommodation  has  been  gradually 
extended  until  room  can  be  found  for  800  patients ;  the  fifty 
additional  places  are  rapidly  being  filled,  and  already  the 
number  of  inmates  has  risen  to  over  750;  and  the  difficulties 
of  recent  critical  years  have  been  largely  overcome.  But 
every  year  brings  new  responsibilities,  and  further  necessary 
improvements  must  at  once  be  taken  in  hand ;  extensions 
thought  desirable  before  the  war  cannot  much  longer  remain 
in  abeyance  if  the  Institution  is  to  satisfy  modern  demands ; 
and  the  Committee  therefore  feel  that  their  appeal  for  the 
funds  required  to  enable  them  to  carry  on  their  growing  work 
efficiently  and  to  make  provision  for  the  needs  of  the  immediate 
future  cannot  fail  to  meet  with  a  sympathetic  reception  from 
the  public  of  the  seven  associated  counties. 


Before  concluding  their  Report,  the  Committee  wish  to 
bear  testimony  to  the  skill  and  zeal  with  which  their  Medical 
Superintendent,  Dr.  Coupland,  continues  to  guide  the  affairs 
of  the  Institution.  They  recognise  especially  that  he  most 
carefully  weighs  all  the  latest  medical  and  scientific  suggestions 
for  the  improved  treatment  of  the  mentally  deficient,  and 
whenever  suitable  adopts  them.  They  also  acknowledge  the 
efficient  help  he  has  received  from  the  Assistant  Medical 
Officer,  Dr.  Henderson,  and  from  the  members  of  the  Institu¬ 
tion  staff. 


The  Committee  also  have  pleasure  in  referring  to  the 
continued  good  work  in  the  Secretary’s  department  performed 
by  Mr.  Keir  and  the  members  of  his  staff.

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  compares  very  Death  rat 
favourably  with  the  fifteen  which  occurred  last  year,  and  is 
the  lowest  recorded  in  the  quarter  of  a  century  during  which  I 
have  been  a  Medical  Officer  of  the  Institution.  The  nearest 
approaches  to  the  present  total  were  during  the  years  1899,

Out  of  379  deaths  (236  male  and  143  female)  occurring 
between  the  years  1900  and  1921,  those  notified  from  a  cause 
with  which  tuberculosis  was  associated  totalled  136  (77  male 
and  59  female).  This  mortality  can  be  analysed  as  follows  :

What  an  important  factor  tuberculosis  is  in  the  death-rate 
of  Mental  Deficiency  Institutions  these  figures  clearly  show  by 
such  a  percentage  as  35‘8.  It  should  be  realised  that  this  ratio 
under-estimates  its  influence,  as  probably  the  tubercular 
taint  was  present  in  other  cases,  but  this  could  not  be  verified 
in  the  absence  of  a  complete  post-mortem  examination.  The 
proneness  of  both  the  insane  and  the  mentally  defective  to 
succumb  to  tubercular  infection  is  a  primary  point  in  arranging 
their  routine  and  treatment,  and  the  importance  of  this  cannot 
be  over-estimated. 

Mumps 

and 

Influenza. 

The  routine  of  the  year  under  review  has  been  dis¬ 
organised  by  outbreaks  of  mumps  and  influenza.  The  former 
complaint  commenced  to  occur  in  October,  1921,  and  lasted 
until  February  this  year,  affecting  during  this  period  37  males 
and  39  females,  luckily,  however,  without  any  serious  com¬ 
plications.  It  is  interesting  to  record  that  no  cases  of  mumps 
had  occurred  previously  for  about  13  years,  when  only  senior 
boys  were  attacked;  whereas  the  girls  in  the  main  building 
had  never  previously  been  so  affected  for  about  30  years. 

Verandahs.

Further  use  of  the  verandahs  mentioned  in  my  last  year’s 
Report  has  emphasised  their  value,  and  the  facility  they 
afford  for  serving  meals  in  the  open  air  is  of  itself  adequate 
testimony  to  their  utility.  The  segregation  of  any  suspected 
tubercular  cases  in  the  Reception  House  has  met  with  the 
approval  of  the  visiting  Commissioners,  and  the  use  of  this 
building  has  made  possible  a  valuable  addition  to  the  necessary 
treatment  of  this  class  of  case. 

Farm

As  I  mentioned  last  year,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cock  decided  to 
take  up  farming  on  their  own  account,  and  to  our  regret  they 
terminated  their  service  at  the  end  of  February  last.  From  a 
long  list  of  applicants  for  the  position,  the  Committee  appointed 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Jackson,  of  Garstang,  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
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It  is  hoped  that  Mr.  Jackson  will  be  able  to  carry  on  the  well- 
known  traditions  of  the  Institution  farm,  and  I  believe  that  he 
and  his  wife  are  making  every  endeavour  to  fulfil  their  duties 
with  energy  and  discretion. 

There  must  be  recorded  a  continued  improvement  of  the 
classes  in  the  girls’  school,  the  routine  and  work  of  which  have 
met  with  the  commendation  of  the  Commissioners  at  their 
recent  inspection.  In  their  Report,  they  speak  enthusiastically 
as  to  the  work  of  the  teachers  in  both  Upper  and  Lower  Win- 
marleigh  Hall.  It  may  be  recalled  that  both  floors  of  this 
building  are  now  utilised  as  schoolrooms,  as  well  as  for 
entertainments  and  Sunday  services.  The  extent  of  the  floor 
space  makes  play  games  and  eurhythmic  drill  easy  to  carry 
out,  and  gives  scope  for  variety  and  movement. 

The  late  Head  Schoolmistress,  Mrs.  Pugh,  took  with  her 
on  her  retirement  on  pension  in  March,  1922,  the  good  wishes 
of  her  fellow  staff,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  state  that  her  useful 
service  at  the  Royal  Albert  Institution  extended  over  27  years, 
during  which  time  she  held  her  final  post  for  almost  16  years. 

It  has  been  decided  to  take  this  opportunity  to  appoint 
one  head  over  both  the  girls’  and  boys’  schools,  and  Mrs.  Agnes 
Walker  has  been  promoted  to  this  position.  Her  work  in  the 
Lower  Winmarleigh  School,  extending  over  two  years,  has 
shown  her  fitness  for  the  organisation  of  elementary  classes, 
and  has  brought  out  her  originality  and  demonstrated  her 
enthusiasm  for  the  lower  grade  and  also  for  the  higher  type  of 
defective  of  school  age.  Under  her  guidance,  it  is  hoped 
that  developments  will  ensue  and  that  the  curriculum  for  the 
200  children  on  the  register  will  further  proceed  on  modern 
lines. 

Our  experience  here  has  clearly  shown  that  given  the 
primary  qualities  of  adaptability  and  enthusiasm,  the  highly- 
certificated  teacher  is  not  an  essential  in  training  the  defective, 
and  that  intelligent  raw  material  under  the  guidance  of  an 
experienced  head  will  produce  a  better  result  than  that  likely 
to  be  shown  by  those  who  merely  possess  theory  certificates. 
The  young  intelligent  teacher  starts  from  a  standpoint  free 
from  bias,  which  is  helpful  when  the  progress  to  be  obtained  is 
at  the  best  slow,  although  often  surprisingly  satisfactory  in  the 
long  run.  Rapid  improvement  is  not  to  be  expected,  especially 
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when  low-grade  cases  are  in  question,  and  the  highly-trained 
teacher  is  apt  to  be  disheartened  and  to  lose  her  enthusiasm, 
which  as  before  stated  is  an  essential. 

Extension  The  permanent  use  of  the  Winmarleigh  Hall  for  the  girls’ 

Accommodation,  school  has  enabled  changes  to  be  made  in  the  main  building, 
which  will  permit  of  a  future  total  of  800  patients.  These 
proposals  having  met  with  the  acceptance  of  the  Board  of 
Control  are  now  being  carried  out.  Further  suggested 
additions,  which,  however,  would  necessitate  building,  are 
having  the  serious  consideration  of  the  Committee.  Beyond 
stressing  the  difficulty  that  has  been  and  is  caused  by  the  lack 
of  a  block  wherein  to  isolate  infectious  disease,  I  do  not  propose 
to  enter  into  details.  I  have  also  to  mention  the  necessity 
that  now  exists  to  admit  fresh  cases  direct  into  the  main 
building  without  previous  quarantine,  owing  to  the  conversion 
of  the  Reception  House  into  a  Tuberculosis  Hospital. 

Engineering  In  connection  with  the  engineering  department,  it  has 

Department.  keen  founcl  necessary  to  instal  a  new  fuel  economiser,  the 
previous  one,  which  served  for  19  years,  being  worn  out.  The 
new  one  will,  it  is  hoped,  help  in  the  further  reduction  of  fuel 
consumption  in  connection  with  the  boilers.  I  have  to  express 
my  satisfaction  with  the  care  taken  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Leach,  our 
Clerk  of  Works,  in  regard  to  matters  coming  within  his 
province  and  the  endeavour  he  constantly  makes  to  keep 
the  machinery,  etc.,  efficient  and  to  carry  on  our  work 
economically. 

Mongol  Twin.  Among  the  interesting  clinical  cases  that  have  been 

admitted  to  the  Institution  during  the  year,  mention  may  be 
made  of  a  girl,  aged  11,  who  both  physically  and  mentally  is 
a  marked  example  of  the  definite  type  of  mental  deficiency 
known  as  “  Mongolism.”  The  interesting  feature  in 
connection  with  this  case  is  the  fact  that  she  is  a  twin,  her 
sister  being  a  normal  child,  as  I  have  personally  verified. 

Examples.  Through  the  kindness  of  Dr.  G.  E.  Shuttleworth,  Consulting 
Physician  of  the  Institution  and  its  first  Medical  Superin¬ 
tendent,  I  have  had  my  attention  drawn  to  two  previous 
cases  recorded  by  him  from  other  countries  which  illustrate 
the  birth  of  twins,  one  of  whom  was  normal  and  the  other  of 
Mongolian  type.  Dr.  Shuttleworth  has  kindly  allowed  me  to 
see  photographs  of  an  example  that  occurred  in  the  practice 
of  Dr.  A.  Jeffreys  Wood,  of  Melbourne,  Australia,  and 
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he  has  also  drawn  attention  to  a  similar  instance  from 
Scandinavia,  of  which  latter  case  I  have  no  detailed 
information.  So  far,  I  have  been  unable  to  trace  any  other 
record  of  this  relationship,  which  is  of  considerable  scientific 
interest  when  the  question  of  the  causation  of  the  Mongol 
type  of  defective  is  under  discussion.  It  is  hoped  that  future 
investigation  may  lead  to  further  examples  of  this  interesting 
twinship  being  found. 

Much  attention  has  been  paid  during  the  year  to  the 
importance  of  the  relationship  of  juvenile  delinquency  to 
mental  deficiency,  and  emphasis  has  been  laid  on  the  great 
value  to  magistrates,  and  indeed  to  all  dispensers  of  justice, 
of  the  advice  of  a  medical  expert  in  any  difficult  case  where 
the  mentality  of  the  offender  is  in  question.  I  feel  strongly 
that  most  of  these  defective  criminals  should  be  dealt  with 
apart  from  ordinary  simple  cases  such  as  Institutions  like 
our  own  have  inside  their  walls,  and  that  speaking  generally  it 
is  ready  reformatory  regime  that  is  required  for  this  class. 

We  are  no  nearer  having  at  our  disposal  definite  tests  for 
determining  the  existence  or  otherwise  of  mental  defect.  Mr. 
G.  K.  Chesterton  has  stated  that  although  he  would  find  great 
difficulty  in  defining  an  elephant  he  could  recognise  one  when 
he  saw  it,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  a  mental  deficient.  If 
expert,  one  should  fairly  easily  recognise  such  when  brought 
face  to  face  for  examination,  although  there  may  be  difficulty 
in  persuading  a  layman  as  to  the  justice  and  accuracy  of  one’s 
opinion. 

In  spite  of  all  the  recent  extensive  work  on  mental  tests, 
the  ingrained  experience  of  the  expert  in  mental  deficiency 
must  be  the  basic  granite  on  which  legal  certification  should  be 
built  up,  so  that  it  behoves  the  School  Medical  Officer  and 
those  coming  into  contact  with  the  supposed  defective  to  be 
continually  widening  their  experience  and  knowledge. 

In  conclusion,  may  I  thank  your  Lordship  and  the  Central 
Committee  for  the  confidence  placed  in  me  during  the  year; 
and  I  have  also  to  acknowledge  the  ready  and  competent  help 
of  my  assistant,  Dr.  C.  J.  Henderson,  whose  ungrudging 
services  have  thoroughly  ensured  efficient  medical  supervision 
of  staff  and  patients.  The  chief  officials  have  aided  me 
materially  in  carrying  out  the  year’s  work,  not  alone  by 
constantly  exercising  economy  but  also  in  securing  efficiency  ;
